I  have  the  honour  to  p resent  to  your  Council  a  short 
report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District  during 
the  year  ended  December  31st  1944, 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions, 

The  Bogistrar  General’s  estimated  population  for  the  year 
was  13,720  and  the  calculation  of  the  birth  rate  and  death  rate  are 
based  on  this  figure. 


There  was  no  change  in  the  occupations  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  district  during  the  year. 

Vital  Statistics. 


During  the  year,  two  hundred  and  eighty  six  births  were 
registered  as  belonging  to  the  district.  The  number  and  sex  are

The' birth  rate  for  the  year  was  20.8  per  thousand.  This 
figure  is  1*7  higher  than  last  year  and  is  the  highest  for  some  years.

This  rate  is  14  lower  than  the  rate  of  the  previous  year  (42).
